Mr. Giles introduced the foregoing rcfolu 
tion with obi'erving in iubUance, that in pre 
fciiting the rclolution lo the conrideraiiui) of 
the Senate, he did not luean at this time to 
fuggeft any fpecific courfe of proceedii>g, as 
proper to beobi<;rved upon the very delicate 
and iotcrerting topics embriccd by it ; nor to 
pledge hiiiifelf upon prelcnting any fpfcific 
propoHtion, for the (injI adoption of the 
i^cnatc ; but hr w»i inducivi 10 introduce the 
fubji'il, at this early prruxi ot the ifil'on. be. 
caule he was deeply iiupttlVfd u;ith U»r iin- 
por':ince of the dii'clolurrs 
in the melTage, 
and thf acconipii.iyiiig ilacuir.rn:» j at thty 
i-efpe»Tt the iiiterclisj tlie chara^er, and c«>cu 
ihf indipcndf nee of the U*»in*d Statrs.

My letters in the correfpondence with 
Mr. Jackfon, already trsnfmitted to you. 
fufiiciently evince the difappointmenC that 
Was felt, on finding that he had not been 
charged to make to this government either 
the frank explanations or tbe liberal propo 
fitions, #hich the occafion manifeUly reqtiir 
ed. Inftead of this obvious courfe of proceed 
iitg, it was in the outfet perceived, that his 
objedw aa tò bring us to refume the fubj-As 
of the arrangemient of April, in a way, that 
would imply that we wrre aware that the 
arrangement was not binding on his govern­ 
ment, becaufe made with a knowledge oh our 
part that M r. Eiikins h><d no authority to 
make it, and thus to convert the refponn 
biliiy of his government for the difavowal, 
into a reproach on this for its conduA in the 
trania£tion diC^vnwed. 
In the t'lrft inftance 
it was deemed bei\ rather to repel his obfer- 
vaMons a<^ument»tively than to meet them 
• s an oflTr.niive infmuation. This forbearance 
had no: the expected rffeft of reflraining him 
from H reprtition of the offence. 
And even 
6n his further infinuations nothing more wss 
done than to prcnonifli him of the inadmifli- 
bility of fo indecorous a courfe of proceeding. 
This alfo being without effcA, nothing re­ 
mained but the ftep fìodlly taken. And there 
wai the lefs helitation in (hutting tht door to 
further opportunitesforinfoltinginfinuiitions, 
as the difclofures he h^d made and the fpirit 
of his diicuinoni, had fo entirely fliut it to the 
hope of any favorable refult from his million. 


1 will not dwell on his reluAance to give

W ith refped to thispo'.rT* 11 is not nece!Ta*y 
at this time to difcuT» the rijlit of tha: trade. 
It is fofficieot to remark, ifl. that as the 
trade is admitted to have becomei in the view 
of Great-Britain,of Imlcpiaftical importance, 
why has it been rnadc a grooud of ths difa­ 
vowal,-and, efpecially, asiroportant confiJera- 
tions.only cotsid upon principles of public law 
have juQified a meafure of fo ferioos a cha- 
raAer i 2d. that as the colonial trade is a 
fubjeft no wife conneiled either with the 
Orders in Council or with the affair of the 
the Chefapeake, why has it been permitted 
to frultraie an arrangement relating to thofe 
fubjeils ; and to thofe only ? 3d, that as this 
condition is allowed to have originated in a 
fuppoHtioo, that it would be agreeable to the 
American government, why hae it been psr- 
(rfted in after the error was made known by 
the reprefentation of Mr. Erflcine to his go­ 
vernment, that neither this nor the other 
conditions of the defpatch cf tbe 23d January 
were attainable here i 


2d. Another point in the defpatcb. a n d 
not in tbe arrangement, is, that the BritiHi 
Navy might capture our trade to ports 
pro­ 
hibited by the United States. 


This condition too appears to have had its 
origin in a miilake of youf meaning in a con- 
verfation with M r. Canning, as noted by 
yourTelf, and in an inference thence deduced 
as to the difppGtion of this government. But 
this double miftake muil have been brought 
to light in time to have been correAedin the 
new million. 
In urging it M r. Canning haa 
taken a ground, forbidden by thofe principles 
of decorum, which regulate and mirk the 
proceedings of governments Towards each 
other. 
In bis defpatch the condition is 
ftatedtobe for the purpofe of fecaring the 
bona fide intention of America to prevent her 
citizens from trading with France and cer­ 
tain other powers. 
In other words, to fecure 
a pledge to that effeA againft the mala fide 
intention of tbe United States. 
And this 
defpatch too was authorifed to be communi­ 
cated in extenfo to the government of which 
fuch language was ufed. 
Might ic not have 
been reafonably expeAed t h | t fuch a con- 
dition and fuch obfervations would at leaft on 
fuch an occafion have been given up by a 
government willing to fmooth the way to an 
amicable fettlement of exifling differences I 
In his zeal to vindicate his government 
M r. Jackfon too has attempted a glofs on 
this moft extraordinary idea of calling on a 
foreign fovereignty, not indeied to make laws 
for us, bnt, what is equivalent in principle- 
to 
fupply a 
fuppofed 
inability 
to exe­ 
cute them. 
H e calls fuch an interpofi- 
tion of his government, not sn execution 
of the law of Congrefs, but of a com- 
paft 
binding 
as 
a public law on both 
parties« and which both would have a common 


- interell in feeing duly executed. 
On bisown 
principles there ought to be a reciprocity, not 
only in the execution of the ccmp<tA, but in 
the obligation and iotereft refulting from it. 
Befides where there is a reciprocity in com­ 
pass Leween nations, touching at ributes of 
fovereignty, there is always as much of fuve* 
reignty gained as is parted with, fo that there 
be no lofs nor indignity on e*ther fide. 


3 The remaining poin» in the defpatch, not 
frcu.'cd by the arrangement, is that which re­ 
quired that whilft our prohibitory laws (hould 
be repealed as to Great-Britain, tliey fhould 
be ieic in force as to France and the powers 
adopting or aAing under her decrees. 


This is the condition which alone properly 
belongs to the fubjeA, and it is to be remark* 
ed in the firft place that the Qritifh proje£t, of 
which this condition makes a p art, contem 
plated two things in their nature incompati 
ble ; .one, a repeal of the prohibitory a£ts as 
to Great-Britain, without waiting for the con 
< clufioR of a regular treaty ; the other, a pledge 
- or engage ment for their continuance as 10 
the other powers* 
Now, from the nature of 
our conftitution, which, in this particular, 
ought to have been attended to by the Britilh 
government, it is manifeft that the Executive 
«uthority could have given no fuch pledge, 
that the continuance of the prohibitory a£ls 
being a fubjeA of Legiilative confideration, 
could hot have been provided for until the 
meeting ofthe Legiflature, and that the con 
dition could not therefore but have failed, ei 
ther in the immediate renewal of commerce 
with Great-Brit.iin, or in the immediate en- 
gageraeut that it fhould not be renewed with 
France, 
The Britilh government ought to 
have acquiefced in, and, indeed, onght to have 
been fatisfied with, the attainment of the im 
portant objeA of an immediate repeal of our 
prohibitory laws, and wiih the confiileration, 
that the other obje£l, not immediately attain­ 
able, was unnecelTary at the time, becaufe the 
prohibition as to France w*s then in force, 
and becaufe there was every reafon to infer 
not only from this fail, but from the fpirit i f 
the.communications made from time to time 
and from the overtures before fubniitted to 
the Britifli government that, without a repeal 
of the French decrees, our prohibitory laws 
would be continutd in force againü France, 
and efpecially, in xhe cafe of a repeal of the 
Britilh orderr, which would neceffarily render 
a continuancc of the French decrees doubly 
obpoxioua. 


But if on this head doubts could have been 
entertained, infiead of rejeAing tbe arrange- 
fsent, ought, nut the repealing a^l on our part 
to have been n;st with a fufpenGon at Icatl of 
the ordf rs in council, until ii cuulil have been 
feea whether the non-inccrcourle law would 
or would not have bi'<'n 
c.iuticiucd agaiiiil 
France. 
Such a fui'penfion coulJ nc»t have 
given, in any point of «¡ew. more advaotage 
to the United States, than wis given to 
Great-Britain by the repeal, which had taken 
place on their part.

I t would not be improper 0 \ this occafion 
to obferve that this obj-¿liort can be the Icfs 
urged by Great-Britain, as Ihe has herfelf oe. 
ver in her alledged retaliations adhered lo the 
principle on which they were founded. 


Tbuf. ihe has from the date of ihem, until 
very lately. direAed them againO the Aroeri. 
can trade even to 
ahluugh Kuflia had 


never aaopted the Frenfh d'^crecs, nor other- 
wife violated our neu*r;>! trade with Grear- 
Britaisi. 
So) in her oiu^r ot April Ufl, fh- 
has diicriminated, not only brtwccn the coun­ 
tries devoted :o France by the ties of blaod, 
and other powerj, but between Holland, W?ii- 
pbaiia and Naples in enforcing; ijcr prohibitory 
order a<?ainil the Grfi and no; »gaind the twu 
lait. 
Whilft therefore, (he finds it expedient 
to make thefe diP.indlions, flis ought to pre.. 
fumc) that we too may perceive rqudl proprie­ 
ty in the diilinc^ions we have made. 


But it ni3v be of more in>portance here to 
compare the Britiih order in Council of April 
laft. »vith the arfangement of April, made by 
Mr. Erikine. 
It wdl thence be ften how lit­ 
tle is the real difference, »nd how trivial it i« 
when coif.pjred to the extenfive and ferious 
confequences of the difavowal. 


Under the order in Council of April all the 
ports of Europe, except France, including the 
king^dom of Italy and Holland with their de­ 
pendencies, are opened to our commerce. 


Under the arrangement o f April, combined 
with our 
of DOD-intercou/f;, all the por?3 
of Europe, except France and her dependen­ 
cies! including the kingdom of Italy, would 
have been opened to our commerce. 


1 be difference then is reduced merely to 
Holland, and that again is reduced to the dif­ 
ference between a dircdl trade to the ports of 
Holland, and an indireil trade to Holland, 
through the neighbourini? ports of Tonningen, 
Hamburg, Bremen and Emden. 


Now, as the injuring of the enemies of 
Great-Bricaio is the only avowed objeA of her 
interdiAing oider againll our trade, let a com­ 
putation be made of the cffcA, which thisdif- 
ftrence between the order in Council and the 
arrangement could polTibly have in producing 
fuch an injury. 
And then let the quellion be 
candidly anfwered, whether 
laying «fide all. 
confiderations of right and juftic*, fufficienc 
inducements could have been tound in that re­ 
fult for rejcAing the; arrangement, and for 
producing the coit^quent embarr .ffmeots, as 
well to Great-Briiain as to thr United States. 


If it be neccff-try, ai Mr. Jackfon has ftated. 
to f*t bounds to a fpirit of cocroarhmmt and 
univerfal dominion, which wuuld bind all 
things to iti own ftanda.d, and to f lfi<'y by 
honorable and manly r fíitance an annuncia- 
tioo that all Europe is fuomitiing by degreetf,k 
the tffjrt mutt be feeble indeed, whith is to 
be fouod in th‘e inconvmience accruing to the 
formidable foe from the operation of this oider 
in Ccuncil, and efpecially when We combine 
with it the ftrange phenomenon of fubftuuting 
for the lawful trade of the United Statts, a 
trade of Britilh fubjcéls contrary to the law» 
of the adverfe party, and amountingr without 
a fpecial licence, in ihe eye of Briiilh law, 1 9 
high treafon. 


Thus much for the orders in Council.-i. 
Whac has taken place with r^fpc¿l to tbe cafe 
of the Chefapeake will equally engage your 
attention. 


You will perceive, that throoghodt the ear. 
|y ftages of the correfpondence this cafe w«a 
ill fome refpedla improperly Confounded %ith„ 
in others improperly frparaied from,that of the 
orders in Council; and particularly that pains 
had been taken by Mr. Jackfon to fubllitut« 
verbal and vague obfervations on the difavow* 
al of this part of the arrangement for an ex* 
plicit and formal explanation, fuch as w^a ob* 
viouily due. 
It will be i'een alfo that when 
finally brought to the point, he referred for ft 
juftification of the difnvowal to the departure 
of Mr. Erf^ine from his indruclions without 
shewing what thofe initruaions were, and to 
allufiona to an cxpreflion in the arrangement 
witiiout giving to his meaning the diftmAnefa 
pre-rcqnifite to a juU reply. 


It appears, however, that hff lays great ftrefa 
on the propolal enclofsd in hii letter of the 
27th Otlober, as at onct: indicating the de­ 
parture of Mr. Efilime from h)s initruaions^ 
and as containing ihe conditions on tbe bafis 
of which he was rejdy to enter on an adjuil- 
ment. 
And trom a iioCi from the Secrrtary 
of the Britifh Legation, it appears that he hat 
coinplaincd of not having received an anfwer 
to tbis propolal, as tic had bciorc comphmed
